Bumed In What Was evidently a narrow 
street, and about twelve feet above the 
pavement. From the position of the 
the 16 must 
been trying to escape the suffocat- 
ing shower which Mount Vesuvius was 
pine down upon the doomed city. 
ne arm of the woman skeleton was 
clasping the legs of the child, whose 
body shows contraction in the arms and 
legs and a general emaciation which 
leads to the belief that the child was 
very ill. The skeleton was that of a 
boy about ten years of age, and it is 
presumed the woman was his mother. 
Jewels were found on the female skele- 
ton, showing it was the remains of a 
person of rank. Two bracelets of gold 
encircled the arm which held the boy, 
and on the hands were two gold rings, 
the one set with an emerald, on which 
is engraved a horn of plenty, and the 
other with an man bearing a head 
of Mercury. 

The eruption of which 
buried Pompeii, occurred A. D. 79. 
The volcano commenced by throwing 
up a shower of small pumice stones, 
which the excavations show covered the 
city up to the roofs of the houses. The 
shower of stones was succeeded by 
another of ashes, and that by successive 
showers of boiling water. From the 
position of the remains of many skele- 
tous found it is believed death was 
caused by suffoeation from the poison- 
ous fumes exhaling from the showers of 
ashes. 

One of the most pleasing 8 
of the ruins of Pompeii we have ever 
read is from the pen of Mark Twain, in 
his justly celebrated ‘‘ Innocents 
Abroad.” Few writers can surpass 
Twain in vivid, life-like description, 
when he soberly comes down to the 
work, and his book will hand his name 
down to posterity, many of whom may, 
dike’ some of the present generation, 
wish he had never writtem, another. 
Twain visited the exhumed city, as well 
as the volcano that buried it. He found 
it a quaint and curious pastime wan- 
dering through the old silent city of the 
dead —lounging through utterly desert- 
ed streets where thousands of human 
beings once bought and sold, and walked 


with the noise and confusion of traffic 
and pleasure. They hurried in those 
days. We had evidence of that. There was 
a temple on one corner, and it was a 
shorter cut to go between the columns 
of that temple from one street to an- 
other ‘than to go around—and behold 
that pathway had been worn deep into 
the heavy flag-stone floor of the build- 
ing by generations of time-saving feet! | secu 
They would not go around when it was 
quicker to go through. We do that way 
‘in our own cities. Everywhere you see 
things that make you wonder how old 
these old houses were before the night 
of destruction came on—things too, 

which bring back those long dead in- 
habitauts and place them living before 
your eyes. For instance:—the steps 
(two feet thick-lava blocks) that lead 
up out of the school, and the same kind 
of steps that lead up into the dress cir- 
cle of the principal theatre, are almost 
worn through! For ages boys hurried 
out of that school, and for ages their 
parents hurried into that theatre and 
the nervous feet that have been dust 
and ashes for eighteen centuries, have 
left fheir record for us to read to-day. 
I turned away and went through shop 
after shop and store after store, far 
down the long street of the merchants, 
and called for the wares of Rome and 
the East, but the tradesmen were gone, 
the marts were silent and nothing was 
‘left bat the broken jars all set in ce- 
ment of cinders and ashes; in a bake- 

shop was a mill for grinding the grain, 
and the furnaces for baking the bread; 
and they say that here, in the furnaces, 
the exhumers of Pompeii found nice, 
well baked loaves, which the baker had 
not found time to remove from the 
ovens the last time he left the shop. In 
one ot the long Pompeiian halls the 
skeleton of a man was found, with ten 
pieces of gold in one hand and a large 
key in the other. He had seized his 
money and started toward the door, but 
the fiery tempest caught him at the 
very threshold, and he sank: down and 
died. One more minute of precious 
time would have saved him! I saw the 
skeletons of a man, a woman and two 
young girls. The woman had her hands 
spread wide apart as if in mortal terror, 
and I imagined I could still trace upon 
her shapeless face something of the ex- 


it when the heavens rained fire in these 
streets, so many years ago. The girls 
and the man lay with their faces upon 
their arms, as if they had tried to shield 
them trom the enveloping cinders.

Accomplished, 


To-day being 1,387 years since the death 
| of Irpland’s patron saint, it is well to give 
a short sketch of his life. His true name 
was Succath, from which a claim that he 
was born at Kilpatrick; Seotiand, is prob- 
ably correct. An old manuscript in the 
British museym gives the place of his birth 
at Bonavens, Taberniw, France, now 
thought to be Boulogne. However, there 
is no dispute that his early life was spent 
in Scotland. The year of his birth is dated 
A. D. 372. At sixteen years of age he was 
captured by a. marauding band of pirates 
and taken to Ireland, where, efter 
six months of captivity, he effected 
his escape. He was soon captured 
a second time and after another long} cant 
siege spent in captivity again obtained his 
freedom, and returned a second time to 
Scotland, His mind was now greatly ex- 
ercised about the degraded condition of 
the Irish, and he resolved to become a 
missionary and devote his life to spread- 
ing Christianity in Ireland. Pre 8 
to this he underwent a long and severe 
training in Scotland to fit him for the of- 
fice ofa bishop, to which he was finall 
consecrated. He then traveled throu 
France and Italy. P Celestine gave 
him the Latin name of Patricius. He re- 
turned to Ireland in A. D. 432, and began 
his life work at sixty yearp of 
age. Christianity had been preached 
there before but without much 
effect. Patrick entered upon his du ties 
with a zeal that never knew any abate- 
ment. He hed the gospel of Christ 
with wonderful power to all classes. He 
baptized the kings of Dublin and Munster 
and the seven sons of the king of Con-’ 
naught. He established his metropolitan 
see at Armagh, and gathered around him 
a large number of sub-bishops who consti- 
tuted his council in the administration of 
church discipline. His power and influ- 
ence increased till nearly the whole of Ire- 
land claimed allegianceto the banner of 
the Cross. His generosity of character is 
well known in his devoting such lands 
as were bestowed upon him to the found- 
ation of churches, of cloisters for both 
sexes, and numerous monastic schools, 
which flourished for the next three cen- 
turies. In — he was a good Repub- 
lican, as he labored for the suppression of 
slavery, which was one of the great in- 
centives to the piratical expeditions of his 
day. He died at Down, Ulster, March 17th, 
A. D. 495, at the ripe age of 123 years. 
He was canonized by the Roman Catholic 
Church, and the day of his death selected 
for his festival. This sturdy hero, reared 
among the rugged wilds of Scotland, | 
the sympathies of his tender heart aronsed 
by the benighted condition of his captors, 
his perseverance and long trial in qualify- 


sacrifice, his unwearying labor, his undi- 
minished zeal, his unswerving faith in the 
material upon which he worked, his liber- 
ality, bis long life of. love—alf fitted him 
for the glorious place he occupies in the 
shrine of every Irishman’s heart, and com- 
mands the admiration of those who study 
his character and emulate his virtues. 
The memories of such like him are im- 
mortal, and will be kept fresh and green} 
while the human heart shall exist.
